W A S H I N O T O N , D . O., Aug, 30.—Bep- 
reseiitaiive Qallinger has completed his 
minority report upon the result of the 
investigation of the printing committee 
into the administration of the govern- 
ment printing office. The report is very 
Jong and bitterly critical of Public 
Printer Benedict and a majoritp of the 
committee. 


Word has been received at the white 
house that the president and party will 
not return until Saturday. 


S E N A T E . 


Mr. Blair offered a resolution, which 
was referred to the committee on con- 
tingent expenses, instructing the com- 
mittee on inter state commerce to ex- 
amine fully into the system of mechan- 
ical telegraph, now ou exhibition at the 
capital, and to secure the aid of compe- 
tent and disintsresied experts. He ex 
plained that the object was, if found to 
be as represented, to secure it for the 
benefit of the people. 


He had been told by Mr. D. H. Craig, 
owner of the patent, that two thousand 
words could be sent on the wires at the 
cost of a single letter postage. 


The committee on foreign affairs to- 
day received the report of the sub-com- 
mittee on the retalliation bill. 
The 
chairman said that in these questions 
the committee had always acted without 
regard to partisanship and he hoptd 
they would continue to do so. 


The committee unanimously adopted 
the amended bill reported by sub com- 
mittee. It is understoodto be the inteu- 
tion to call it up for action Saturday 
next. 


The bill for retaliation, as reported, 
auth rizes the president in his discre- 
tion, by proclamation, to suspend in 
whole, or in part, transportation with- 
out bond or duty across the territory of 
the United States of imports or exports 
of the British dominions in North 
America. 


Also when satisfied that there is any 
discrimination in the use of the Welland 
or other canals to the injury of citizens 
of the United States, he may proclaim a 
toll ot twenty cents a ton on all foreign 
vessels with cargoes going through the 
Sault Ste Marie and St. Clair Flats ca- 
nals or prohibit them altogether. 


Mr. McCrary reported a substitute 
for Mr. Wilson's retalliation bill to tbe 
lionse this afternoon and gave notice 
that it would be called up Saturday next.

MANLY PROTESTS. 


The Employes ol kue Umb Foundry aad 
Machine Works Brand the dasette 
Stories as Basely False. 


The flippant falsehoods of the Gazette, 
wherein the employes of the J. H. Basu 
foundry and machine works were char 
acterized as a "mob" of "shop burners," 
are meeting with the rebuke and cenaure 
they merit. 


The employes of the great works are 
not the sort of men to sit idly by and be 
maligned and traduced by a public jour- 
nal, in Its efiorts to sustain a pohtioal 
cause and they have their say to day 


T H B 
SBMTINXII dispatched a member 
of its staff to interview the workmen. 
The mission was fruitful and the state- 
ments and insinuations of the Oazette 
find contradictions ou every hand. 


The situation is handled in this way: 


MB. FBAÜK FIKKE, 


"I have been in the employ of the 
Bass works for twenty-six years. 
I 
commenced as an apprentice boy in the 
moulding room in 1862 and have been 
working in different capacities in this 
department ever since. 
At present I 
am, and for a numt)er years have been, 
a foreman of one of the moulding 
rooms. 


"This is the first time I have ever 
heard any such charges made against 
Mr. Bass. 
The stories published are 
bare-faced falsehoods. 
There is not a 
particle of truth in them. Mr. Bass has 
never had any trouble of any kind with 
his men, save in 1868 when laborers 
were scarce and then eight or ten men 
struck and remained out for a week. 
This however was not on account ot the 
question of wages. The moulders were 
without helpers and objected to hauling 
the wheelbarrow load of sand that was 
necessary in their work. 
This resulted 
in their leaving, but they retnrned to 
work the next week, fully satisfied with 
their treatment. 
The Moulders Union 
did not sanction this strike and the men 
acknowledged afterward that i.they were 
wrong in leaving. 


"There was no ill feeling of any kind 
manifested, even at that time, against 
Mr. Bass or the works and there were 
no threats of burning the establishment. 
There has never been any such tlireats 
made that I know of, and I think I 
would know if anything of this kind had 
ever happened, because I have been 
with the works continuously almost ever 
since its starthig. 


"Mr. Bass has always paid his men 
good wages. 
His employes have re- 
ceived as much, if not more, than men 
receive for the same kind of work at 
other establishments and there has nev- 
er been any difficulty on this score 
among them." 


BOBEBT OBAN. 
« 
Mr. Cran, is the foreman of the car 
wheel department of the works, and has 
been in tne service of the company ever 
since 1863, 
When our reporter ap- 
proached bim this morning and ques- 
tioned him concerning the truth of the 
charges that had been made against Mr. 
Bass, he smiled, as he replied: 


"What fearful stories these newspa- 
pers can tell about a man when they start 
out to do it. 
The Bass works has been 
free from labor troubles of any kind and 
there is not a particle of truth in any of 
the charges made. 
Since I have been 
with the works the only strike we have 
ever had was the one in 1863 when about 
eight men were out for a week. 
(Mr. 
Cran then gave the same version ol this 
strike as was given by Mr. Finke in his 
interview pnblished above.) 
"That is 
the only labor trouble we have ever 
had," be continued, "and that did not 
amount to much. 


"I think the Bass works have been 
freer from strikes and labor troubles 
than any other manufacturing estab- 
lishment of its size in tbe country and 
its employes have always been paid as 
high wages as have been paid else- 
where. 


"During the great railroad strike in 
this city, some years ago, as you will 
probably remember, our employes were 
importuned to join with the strikers, 
but we refused to do so because we had 
no reason for striking. 
We were paid 
good wages. 
We had no grievances to 
redress. 
This has always been the case 
and hence it has been that the shops 
are almost total strangers to strike 
troubles of any kind. 


"I'he men have a kind and friendly 
feeling toward Mr. Bass and you can 
say there is nothing in the published re- 
port about the threat of the working- 
men to burn down the establishment. 
If this had been true I certainly would 
have known something about it"

Mr. Stier hau been in the employ of 
the works for over twenty-two years and 
like every other foreman in the estab- 
lishment has worked his way from the 
ranks. 
He Is at present the foreman of 
the mrulding rooms. When questioned 
by our reporter concerning the truth of 
the charges made in the Oazette he said 
in substance: 


"There is not a particle of truth about 
them. 
The works have never had any 
trouble of any kiad since I have been 
connected with them and that dates 
back to 1868. 
I never heard of any 
threats on the part of the employes to 
bum the establishmeut and I guess that 
bright notion must have emanated in 
the mhid of a dreamer, for there is not a 
particle of foundation for it. 


"The employes bear a friendly feeling 
towards Mr. Bass and I do not think 
there is a set of workmen anywhere who 
are better contented with their lot, or 
who rciceive better wages than the men 
in these works."

Mr. Myers has been m the employ of 


the works for over sixteen yean. He 
oommenoed as an 
apprentice 
and 
worked himself np to foremauship of 
one of the moulding departments, a po- 
sition he now holds. 


When approached by our reporter he 
aaid: 


"Rince I have been with the works 
we have never had any labor troables 
and I never heard of any threats being 
made to burn down the establishment 
because of an unfriendly feeling on the 
part of the workmen towards Bib. Baas. 
He has al#ays treated his men fairly 
and I am confident pays his men as 
much, if not more, than they could get 
for the same kind of work at any other 
establishmeut. The men are contented 
with the wages they are receiving and 
positions all over the moulding room are 
sought after as soon as they are vacant. 
I do not believe the men in any other 
establishment in the city are treated 
better than they are here."

The students of this national ooUeg* 
are called ofScially "naval cadets on pro- 
bation," the traditional title of midsmp- 
m ^ having been changed first to oadet 
mid^pman^ and subsequently—so the 
engineer pupils might be included—^to 
that now employed. 
Their number is 
limited by law to on« cadet for every 
member or <1elegate of the House of 
Representatives, and to eleven others— 
ten at large and one for the District of 
Columbia—appointed by the President. 
As the age of admission falls between the 
limits of fourteen and eighteen, and the

course extends six years, it follows, un- 
fortunately, that in certain districts ap- 
pointments may not be open more than 
once in that period, thus making one- 
third of its boys unavailable by reason 
of age. 
The remedy proposed for this 
is only one of fifty good reasons why the 
course should be reduced from six to 
four years. 


To pass successfully the candidate 
must be physically sound and of robust 
constitution, have a sufficiently thorough 
knowledge 
of 
arithmetic, 
algebra, 
geography, 
English grammar, Umted 
States history, reading, writing, 
and 
spelling, and whtn appointed, be ready 
to take an oath to serve for eight years, 
including 
the 
probationary 
period. 
"When a vacancy is likely to occur in any 
district, the Secretary of the Navy must 
notify iti3 Congressioual Kepresentative 
as soon as possible after the 5th of 
March in each yeer, and if by the Ist of 
the foliowiner July no action has 
beeo 
taken, the privilege la])sos, and the Sec- 
retary is emix>were(l to make the nomi- 
nation. 
As this system permits 
the 
choice of a candidate to be deferred un- 
til the May examination is really over, 
or, as in the majority of cases, until the 
academy year is about to oj>en, it would 
seem to be infinitely better if a candi- 
date and an alternate were 
named 
least one year previous to the May ex- 
amination. 
This would eDable the ap- 
plicant to pursue a course specially fit- 
ted as a direct i^reparation for his pro- 
fessional studies, and if successful, to go 
at once upon a (cruise, which 
would 
teach liim deiinilely his immediate apti- 
tude for a sea-life. 
On tlie other hand, 
should tlje ])rincipal fail, an 
alternate 
stood ready to face the same ordeal. 


The low standard of admission is 
»>ased ni)ou the theory that the possi- 
bilities of the academy must be open so 
freely to boys of every condition as to 
make it—what it is undoubtedly—the 
most democratic government school in 
the world. 
Practically this very just 
theory im])airs the eiliciency of 
the 
academy, as it jtins the ({ualifications at 
a point which 
rigorously 
iJrohibits the 
energies of the teachers and of the av- 
erage scholars being directed immedi- 
ately to the branches of education con- 
nected with tlie naval profession. 
En- 
trance examinations are held in May 
and September.—Lieutenant 
Kell^,
